The ngreement war entered into in 1800,
and gave the Company the exclusive
right to eatch seal about the islanda
of 8t. George and St. Paul, In Alaaka.

The United States was to recelve an
annunl rental of §60,M0, and 7.6 1-2 cents
;'or euch seal, and §2 for each skin sent

ere.

The Government alleges that the Cgm-
pany caught 7500 seals during thes first
venr, for which it demands $57,18T In
addition to the 380,000 for rent.

The Company says that part of thess
skine wers caught by natives and
shipped by the Company, which never
wan nllowed the excluslve right as guar-
anteed in the contract, and Uncle Sam
Is offered 315000, the amount of the
revenue, and no maore.

Moreover, the Company alleges that
when the negotintions which led to the
tresty between this country and
Britaln were pending It was prohibit
from catching any seals, and lost In
consequence 3253, in profits.
